Superintendent’s Report 
To the School Board of Wakefield: 


Gentlemen :—I understand that your report to the 
citizens of Wakefield regarding school affairs is to 
cover the time to Sept. 1, 1919, only. As my connec- 
tion with your school system began at that date, of 
course I have no report to make relating to that period. 
However, since it will be necessary for you to lay 
before the citizens at this time some plans and ex- 
planations of the work of the current school year, it 
seems fitting that I should make some brief statement 
regarding conditions. 

With the opening of the school year in September, 
the provisions of the new Education Law became fully 
operative. The introduction of any new _ system, 
whether it be in education, in business, in industries, 
or elsewhere, necessarily calls for new adjustments; 
and time is required to get all the related parts work- 
ing smoothly and in harmony. 

Our first difficult problem was to secure a suffi- 
cient number’ of teachers, qualified under the provis- 
ions of the new law. In September there was in the 
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United States a shortage of more than 30,000 teachers 
of any description to fill the demands of the schools. 
Considering this fact and the additional one that in 
New Hampshire we require that a candidate shall have 
had either experience or professional training, it is not 
strange that this state felt the shortage. On the 
whole I consider that we were fortunate in this town 
that the opening of only one school was seriously de- 
layed. 

I would especially call your attention to the fact 
that the shortage of teachers will be even more acute 
next year than it has been this year. Good business 
policy demands that adequate financial provision be 
made so that we may be able to retain the services of 
efficient teachers now upon our rolls and to fill any 
vacancies which may occur. | 

Our second problem of any magnitude has been 
to put all the schoolhouses into condition to satisfy the 
definition of a standard building. Our buildings, on 
the whole, were in good general repair. Several of 
them, however, were found to be deficient in light. This 
deficiency has been corrected at the South Wakefield 
school by putting in additional windows. We shall be 
obliged to make similar changes at East Wakefield, 
Woodman, Sanbornville Grammar school and Wake- 
field Corner. The interior of the building at Union 
should be repainted. At the District Meeting pro- 
vision should be made for doing this work. 

The school at South Wakefield was opened in 
September with only four pupils in attendance. This 
number has since been reduced to three by the removal 
of one family from that section of the town. I would 
advise closing this school next year and providing 
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transportation for these pupils to some other school. 

Our expenditure for books has been somewhat 
larger than usual this year. Few actual changes have 
been made in the text books in use; as these were 
found to be, on the whole, fairly satisfactory. But it 
has been necessary to provide texts for new subjects 
required by the Program of Studies adopted last sum- 
mer by the State Board of Education, and considerable 
supplementary reading matter has been provided for 
use\ in connection with various subjects of the cur- 
riculum. 

In conclusion I wish to express my appreciation 
of the firm support which I have at all times received 
from you and from those citizens interested in the wel- 
fare of the schools with whom I have become best 
acquainted. It is my desire to know all the citizens 
who are interested in our schools, both parents and 
those who have less personal interests; for | am sure 
that the best of results can be obtained by working 
together upon the basis of mutual understanding.
